Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I (claims 1-9) in the reply filed on 
10/30/08 is acknowledged. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 1 0- 
19 directed to group II non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 10-19 have 
been cancelled.
